BRITAIN DECLINES 


ON ‘UNITED EUROPE 


LONDON, Feb. 13 (AP)—Winh- 
ston Churchill says the British 
Government and the Labor party 
have turned down invitations to a 
conference of the “United Europe” 
3 at The Hague May 7 to 
10. 

Churchill, wartime prime minis- 
ter and now Conservative oppdsi- 
tion leader, heads the nonpartisan 
United Europe Movement in Brit- 
ain. He made public letters ex- 
changed early this month in which 
he asked the co-operation of 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
and War Minister Emanuel Shin- 
well, head of the Labor party exec- 
utive, Both declined on behalf of 
their organizations, 

Attlee replied it would be “un- 
desirable for the Government to 
take any official action.” Shin- 
well wrote that the party exec- 
utive would not encourage mem- 
bers to take part individually be- 
cause it felt the meeting would 
have “no real representative char- 
acter.”

Drifts how Four Months After Tow Line 
Parts — Ship Hauls Him Last 
300 Miles to Suva. 


SUVA, Fiji Islands, Feb, 13 
(UP)—An Australian adventurer 
arrived here yesterday after drift- 
ing for four months across the 
Pacific alone in an engineless for- 
mer submarine chaser. 

Ronald Ernest Johnson, 38 years 
old, who came from his native 
England to Australia 17 years ago, 
was hale and hearty. e subsist- 
ed on his ship's stores, dolphins, 
dried shark meat and an occa- 
sional trigger fish during his voy- 
age of more than miles. 
Johnson set out from Honolulu 
Oct. 7 in the former Navy Sub- 
marine Chaser 671, which he had 
bought, minus engines; with his 
small savings. His ship was towed 
by another surplus submarine 
chaser, purchased 2 friend, but 
250 miles out, on the tow 
rope broke and the sea was too 
heavy to rig another: 


He was invited aboard the other 
boat, but that would have meant 


abandoning his own. His friend 
gave him extra provisions and 
promised not to notify Honolulu 
for three days. Johnson did not 
want to return to Honolulu. 

Then began weeks of buffeting 
by wind and waves. His ship was 
without engines or masts and had 
only a makeshift sail tied to 20. 
foot beams lashed to the deck- 
house, 

He kept busy during the day 
working the boat and trained him- 
self to awaken every hour during 
the night to check on his course. 
Once the boat nearly sankewhen a 
leak developed. During a squall, 
it turned around and drifted back- 
wards. 

Sometimes, with the aid of the 
sail, it made as much as 53 miles 
in one day—sailing stern forward. 
When he was about 300. miles 
from Suva, a ship, the Fort Ca- 
dotte, took him in tow, bringing 
him into this port.

CENSORSHIP ORDER 
BY FORRESTAL FOR 
ARMED FORCES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (UP)— 
Secretary of Defense James V. 
Forrestal today clamped censor- 
ship on all public utterances by 
civilian and military chiefs of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force on 
controversial subjects.

PRICE CALLS FOR ACTION 
ON RAIL SAFETY MEASURE 


(Writes to House Committee Chairman on Bill 
Giving ICC Power to Enforce 
Adequate Regulations.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—In an 
effort to get action on 4 pending 
bill that would give the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the author- 
ity it seeks to require railroads 
to establish and maintain adequate 
safety rules, Representative Mel- 
vin Price (Dem.), East St. Louis, 
brought the matter to the atten- 
tion of the bill’s sponsor today. 

The sponsor is Representative 
Charles A. Wolverton (Rep.), New 
Jersey, chairman of the House 
Commerce Committee, where the 
bill has been dormant for a year. 

Price’s interest in the matter 
was renewed by the New Yeat’s 
day wreck on the Missouri Pacific 
railroad near Otterville, Mo. In- 
quiry after that wreck developed 
that the railroad had not main- 
tained or enforced its safety rules. 

No Hearings Scheduled, 

Price, in a letter to Wolverton, 
said action on his bill would be 
a tremendous service to the trav- 
eling public and railroad em- 
ployes. Inaction, he added, would 
“come close to constituting crim- 
inal negligence on the part of 
Congress.” 

Wolverton was nét available for 
comment. The clerk of his com- 
mittee told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day no hearings had been held or 
had been scheduled on the meas- 
ure, 

“Each day of delay means more 
lives lost, more American citizens 
permanently maimed,” Price said 
in his letter to Wolverton. “I have 
watched hopefully for some sign 
that you were putting the weight 


of your prestige behind the very 
| worthy measure in an effort to 
have it passed.“ 


Price recalled the recent an- 


nual report of the ICC which gave 
results of its inspections of rail- 
road equipment for the purpose of 
showing that adequate rules re- 
garding maintenance, if properly 
enforced, would greatly reduce the 
defects that contribute to the rail. 
road accident record. 


For instance, the ICC found that 
of freight cars it inspected—its 
inspections of course are on a 
sample basis—36,035 had 42,445 de- 
fects. Of passenger cars inspected, 
919 had 1345 faults in safety ap- 
pliances. Of locomotives, 677 had 
928 defects. For all cars and loco- 
motives an average of 40.69 defects 
was found in each 1000 inspections. 

During the year covered by the 
ICC document it reported to Unit- 
ed States district attorneys for 
prosecution 114 cases of violation 
of safety appliance laws. At the 
beginning of the year 186 such 
cases were pending in the courts, 
involving 466 violations. During 
the year 436 violations were dis- 
posed of, by guilty pleas on trial, 
and in only nine instances was the 
judgment for the railroad. 

The ICC can enforce in the 
courts its orders governing instal- 
lation of safety devices, but does 
not have similar power to enforce 
its recommendations regarding 
rules. The Wolverton bill would 
give ICC the enforcement power 
for fules it already has for safety 
appliances. 


But the penalty under existing 
law for violation of ICC regula- 
tions relating to safety appliances 
is a maximum fine of $100. Price 
suggested to Wolverton that his 
bill ought to be amended to make 
the fine $1000 for violation of reg- 
ulations on appliances or for vio- 
lations of rules on operation and 
maintenance,

Hite Jr. invented in 1940, after he 
had become ill from a heart ail- 
ment, and for which he received 
his royalty check one month be- 
fore hig death, is now bringing 
his widow about $10,000 a year.

1938, when he closed his business 
firm, : 

Mrs. Hite, who lives at 1469 
Blackstone avenue, said Hite had 
shown an inventive turn for years, 
and liked to tinker with house- 
hold articles, He bought a mop 
Bucket in 1040 that tipped easily 
when operated, and set about to 
build an improved model. Manu- 
facturing rights to the product, 
which is operated by stepping on 
a heel plate on the top, were sold 
to the Schlueter Manufacturing 
Co., 4616 North Broadway, in 1942. 


Production was delayed by the 
war until 1946, and in January of 
that year the family received $115 
as the first royalties on the buck- 
et. Hite died before the next 
month’s check, for $800, was re- 
ceived.

$30,000 DAMAGE 
INCHURCH FIRE AT 
WEBSTER GROVES 


Child Discovers Blaze in 
Choir Loft of Holy Re- 
deemer Catholic Church 
—Ceiling Burned. 


Fire that broke out in the choir 
loft of Holy Redeemer Catholic 
Church, Lockwoed and Joy ave- 
nues, Webster Groves, severely 


damaged the interior of the build- 
ing, doing damage estimated at 
$30,000 to $35,000 late yesterday. 

The fire was discovered by 
Sheila Handley, 15 years old, of 
$23 Chestnut street, Webster 
Groves, who had entered the 
church for prayers about 4:30 p.m. 
She ran to the rectory and told 
the Rev. John W. Baker, assistant 
pastor, who telephoned the fire de- 
partment and then went to the 
church. 

From the auditorium they saw 
the electrically operated console 
of the organ burning. Taking fire 
extinguishers, they attempted to 
reach the fire but were blocked 
by a blocked door. When firemen 
arrived, the loft, which is at the 
rear of the church over the main 
entrance, was engulfed in flames. 

The fire spread to the ceiling 
and thence almost the whole 
length of the church, which seats 
about 500 persons. The lower part 
of the building, including the altar, 
was not reached by the flames, but 
there was heavy water damage. 
Sacraments were removed from 
the altar by Father Baker, who 
took them to the chapel of the 
parish school next door, 

Traffic on Lockwood was re- 
routed for several hours. Service 
on the Manchester street car line 
was interrupted for more than two 
hours beyond the Maplewood loop, 

The fire smouldered in the ceil- 
ing and it was about 10 o’clock be- 
fore firemen left the scene, Assist- 
ant Fire Chief James Yadon, who 
estimated the damage, said the 
blaze probably started in a short 
circuit in the organ console. The 
fire was fought by the two Web- 
ster Groves fire companies with- 
out assiatance from other suburbs. 

Yadon feared that roof of the 
church might have been damaged, 
but after flames had been extin- 
guished, firemen chopped a hole in 
the ceiling and learned that the 
fire had not penetrated it. There 
is a space of about four feet be- 
tween the ceiling and the roof. 

The ceiling, of a fiber-board 
acoustic construction, was in- 
stalled’ about seven years ago as 
part of a remodeling program at 
the church, which was built in 
1897, Msgr. P. J. Dooley, pastor, 
told the Post-Dispatch. The organ 
was installed more than 25 years 
ago, he said. 

As soon as the flames were un- 
der control, men and women of the 
parish began gathering to assist 
in restoring the building to use. 
Msgr. Dooley said he hoped to be 
conducting services in the church 
again soon, although permanent 
repairs will require considerable 
time, 8 
A major artistic loss to the 
church was the destruction of the 
stained glass windows on the 
Lockwood avenue side. 

A schedule of services will be set 
up in the chapel of the parish 
school, Msgr. Dooley said. He 
pointed out that it was far too 
small to accommodate regular 
parishioners, most of whom will 
have to attend other churches un- 
til Holy Redeemer can be restored.

About 100 persons, most of whom 
appeared favorable to the meas- 
ures, attended the hearing In the 
Board of Public Service chamber, 
Alderman Richard Nichols, com- 
mittee chairman, said he under- 
stood some persons, while not ob- 
jecting to the bills as a whole, had 
suggestions for modifications. He 
ordered that witnesses favorable 
to the bills as now written be 
heard first.

Provisions of Ordinance, 


Aimed at stopping the spread of 
blighted areas, the bill would 
provide minimum standards for 
ventilation, sanitation and illumi- 
nation features and would pro- 
hibit overcrowding in all dwell- 
ings, new anc old. Provisions 
would not become effective until 
two years after adoption. 

“I personally would like to see 
the bill die in this session and be 
reintroduced next session,” Nich- 
ols said. “That two-year delay 
doesn’t seem enough to me, with 
the city still groping for a solu- 
tion of the housing shortage. Two 
years can roll by in a hurry. 

“Under the ordinance landlords 
would either have to rehabilitate 
dwellings or tear them down. 
Many of them certainly would do 
the latter because, with construc- 
tion costs as high as they are, it 
wouldn’t pay to fix up the old 
buildings. 

“I've seen the City Plan Com- 
migssion’s figures on the property 
that would be affected and they 
are simply astounding. I'm satis- 
fied that the number of families 
dispossessed would be equally as- 
tounding. Perhaps in another year 
we will begin to see some light 
on solution of the housing prob- 
lem. That will be soon enough, in 
my opinion, to consider setting up 
minimum. standards for the hous- 
ing we now have.”

Nichols emphasized that he was 
expressing only his personal views 
and that there had been no com- 
mittee discussion.

In using parity to support farm 
prices, the Government now guar- 
| antees the farmer a fixed percent- 
age of parity for each unit of a 
particular crop. For most crops, 
it is 90 per cent—the minimum 
| net by law. The national total in- 
come of farmers is not considered. 
| The proposed plan calls for a 
| sliding scale of Government sup- 
port prices, depending on the avail- 
able supply of a particular Crop. 
The new support price would 
range from 60 to 90, or maybe 
even 100 per cent of parity. It 
would go down as the supply 
carryover plus current production 
bot a particular commodity goes 
up. 

In other words, when crops are 
short, the support price would 
be high. When there are big 
crops, the support price would be 
reduced. This is not done under 
the present system. 

Stabilized Income Goal. 

Advocates of the plan believe 
this flexible use of parity prices 
would result in stabilizing both 
farm income and production. For 
the past 20 years, farm income 
has averaged around 15 per cent 
of the total national income. Pro- 
ponents say the proposed new plan 
would assure farmers a minimum 
of about three quarters of their 
normal income or about 11 per 
cent of the national total, 

On some cfops, such as wheat 
and cotton, the Government now 
can require farmers to limit 
ncreage and production, before 4 
price-support program is put into 
effect. Under the propored plan, 
acreage restrictions and produc- 
tion quotas would be used “only 
as a last resort.” 

One advocate of the proposed 
program said that under it the 
support price for wheat now 
would have been only about 70 per 
cent of parity instead of the 
| present 90 per cent. 

The proposed changes in parity 
and its use in supporting prices 
were the main fedtures of a long- 
| raneg farm program presented to 
the Senate Agriculture Committee. 
The program was drafted in a bill 
under direction of Senator George

Story Written From Notes. 

But, Colliers said, he author- 
ized Timmons to write his story 
from notes the correspondent 
made of their conversations over 
the years. 

Having thrown the Democratic 
presidential nomination to’ Roose- 
velt in 1932, Garner made it a 
point to get along with him, “even 
when the going was toughest.” 

“But he was a hard man to 
have an understanding with,” 
Timmons quotes Garner as saying. 
“He would deviate from the un- 
derstanding.” 

In opposing recognition of Rus- 
sia, Garner felt the depression pe- 
riod was “a poor time to invite in 

and disciplined agita- 
tors.” Years later, when the Eu- 
ropean war was kicked off, Gar- 
mer told Roosevelt: ö 

“You haven't much choice, Cap'n. 
Either Hitler or Stalin would con- 
quer the world, Hitler by force,, 
and Stalin by chicanery, corrup- 
tion, treachery and undermining.” 

Views Under Wraps. 

A stout organization Democrat, 
Garner often had to keep his own 
views under wraps, Timmons said. 
He thought the National Recovery 
Act “a moony adventure,” felt the 
“one-sided” Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act made Government “a 
partisan of labor,” and did not, 
Timmons said, understand some 
of the New Dealers’ “imported 
words and gaudy ideas.”

Worked by Intuition. 

„I got a beef pancreas from a 
slaughter house, ground it up in 
a meat chopper and dumped it 
into a beaker,” he said. “Then I 
began to work by intuition. I 
knew something about the action 
of trypsin, an enzyme which will 
destroy insulin during the extrac- 
tion process if it isn’t counter- 
acted, so I reached up on a shelf, 
pulled down a bottle of dilute sul- 
furic acid, and poured some into 
the beaker. 

“I added some water and alco- 
hol, stirred the solution and fil- 
tered it. Just to see what would 
happen, I injected some into a 
laboratory dog that happened to 
be available. In a few hours that 
dog had the most violent convul- 
sions I have ever seen—a sure 
sign of an overdose of insulin.”

Attempt to Rig Congress 


A propaganda campaign is being waged to 
fake a popular demand for giving up the na- 
tional interest in tidelands oil. Its promoters 
hope by this synthetic whipped-up clamor to 
stampede Congress into adopting a bill quit- 
claiming the United States Government’s right 


in favor of the separate states. 


The outfit that is stirring up the phony agi- 
tation for quitclaim legislation is the Commit- 
tee for Constitutional Government. This is the 
outfit which Representative Patman of Texas 
four years ago called “one of the most power- 
ful, one of the most effective, most wealthy lob- 
bies, and also the most sordid and sinister lobby 
that has ever been organized in the history of 
the United States 
This is the outfit which, in the same year in 
which Representative Patman spoke, decided 
to withhold its list of contributors from a House 
campaign expenditures committee on the 
grounds that it was not engaged in politics and 
therefore did not come within the committee's 
‘purview. 

The Committee for Constitutional Govern- 
ment has been in politics from the word go and 
in the tidelands controversy it is attempting to 
rig Congress in as cynical and highly organized 
a way as any stock manipulator ever rigged the 
market. 

The quitclaim lobby hitherto has been sup- 
ported by the California oil companies which 
profited from exploitation of tidelands oil under 
state leases. It lost last year when the Supreme 
Court decided that the Federal Government 
possesses paramount rights to the oil reserves 
in the California tidelands. 

The Supreme Court, not the Congress, is the 
proper agency to decide whether the paramount 
interest in the tidelands oil reserves of other 
states is State or Federal. 

The states were admitted to the Union under 
specified conditions, and the conditions were not 
uniform. In the case of each coastal state, the 
question whether the State or the Federal Gov- 
ernment owns the tidelands oil reserves is a 
subject for judicial construction. 

Apparently the lobbyists think the states do 
not possess the rights which they assert they 
have, or they would not be in such a fever to 
have Congress enact legislation about it. Con- 
gress will need to keep its head, and a good 
way to do it will be to make a clinical examina- 
tion of the lobbyists who are trying to be- 
fuddle it.

The American Legion, according to Senator 
Taft, “has done the most harm” to the chances 
of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill, which would 
promote the building of 15,000,000 new homes.

It ig- 
nores the need for research and experiments 
teward more efficient and lower-cost construc- 
tion. In the face of a very broad need, it offers 
a narrow program.

Make It a Real Audit 


Gov. Donnelly has ordered an investigation of 
purchases and operating expenses at Boonville 
since Jan. 1, 1947. No doubt, this is his response 
to the charges of shakedowns, kickbacks and 
misappropriation of state property which have 
been an overtone to the story of the fundamental 
neglect of the reformatory. 

It is to be hoped that the State Senate’s Com- 
mittee on Training Schools also will make these 
charges a phase of its investigation. After all, 
the Governor’s favorite, the Rev. LeRoy Munyon, 
was superintendent of the school during most 
of this period, so it is only fitting that there 
should be a verdict beyond any implication of 
self-interest.

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Small-Loan Sympathy 

The small-loan crowd is the “little man’s” 
most ardent friend. When he gets into a finan- 
cial jam, its heart just bleeds for him, It is 
simply worried sick about the deeper mess he 
may get into in trying to get out of his trouble. 
Or so it would seem if one were to believe the 
protestations of its friends in Jefferson City. 

Thus, Senator Mike Kinney of St. Louis is 
urging the State Senate to pass a new small- 
loan bill which, it is said, would allow the com- 
panies, under certain conditions, to charge as 
much as 54 per cent interest. But he is doing 
so, he says, because in the absence of rate-fixing 
legislation, some borrowers are being charged 
500 per cent and more. 

That’s the same simon-pure hogwash that was 
used to persuade Missouri to adopt its old 36 
per cent interest law. The argument then was 
that salary-buyers and loan sharks were treating 
their victims so much worse that this rate should 
not be regarded as a legalized stick-up but 
rather as akin to that unstrained mercy which 
droppeth like the gentle dew from heaven. 

Missourians, however, could not see it that 
way. After all, the banks offered to make loans 
of this class at an 8 per cent discount—or 16 per 
cent per year simple interest. As a result, the 
constitutional convention in 1945 knocked out 
the 36 per cent authorization. The fixing of a 
new rate was. left to the Legislature, and there 
the matter still hangs fire. 

Two bills were passed, it is true. They al- 
lowed rates of 27 and 26.88 per cent. But Gov. 
Donnelly felt compelled to veto these rates ‘as 
excessive. Without a specific law and under the 
new constitution's provision, it seemed that the 
lenders were limited to 8 per cent, but they 
got around this by forcing borrowers to buy in- 
surance and to pay other incidental fees. Actual 
costs to borrowers quickly mounted, and so the 
pending bill is again presented as a boon by 
the small-loan lobbyists and those who do their 
work in the Legislature. 

It calls for 18 per cent simple interest on the 
first $400 borrowed, and 12 per cent on loans 
between $400 and $600. Incidental fees, how- 
ever, also are sanctioned. Further, some have 
interpreted the measure as permitting monthly 
renewals of loans with the effect that the inter- 
est rate might run as high as 54 per cent. Sen- 
ator Kinney himself admits that it would run 
to 24 per cent, about as high as the vetoed rates. 

In view of years of publie protest, in view of 
the gallant but vain fight made in 1943 by 
former Representative Lahey, in view of the 
action of the constitutional convention, and in 
view of the gubernatorial vetoes—i» view of all 
of these, it is amazing that men in Jefferson 
City have effrontery enough to grind such a 
measure through the legislative mills. 
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This Bridge Can Wait 


Should there be a bridge from the village of 
Cahokia, on the East Side, across the Mississippi 
to Chippewa street and Marine avenue? This 
question is now before the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, following the presentation of an application 
by Cahokia at the St. Louis City Hall. The 
proposed bridge would be in addition to the 
East St. Louis bridge, from Missouri avenue on 
the East Side to Delmar boulevard, which the 
board has already approved. 

Without prejudice to the proposed Cahokia 
bridge, we recommend that the Board of Public 
Service hold up any and all action until it can 
have the kind of guidance to which it is entitled. 
That guidance should come from the two-state 
metropolitan area planning commission, the Mis- 
souri members of which remain to be àppointed.

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Britain Fights: Inflation 

Britain’s heroic measures to stem inflation, 
such as freezing prices and the effort to freeze 
wages, spring from dire necessity. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, has announced that Britain suffered 
a net loss in 1947 of $2,700,000,000 in its gold 
and dollar reserves. The gold and dollar re- 
serves remaining to bolster exchange in the 
entire sterling area are only a little more than 
two billion dollars. 

Cripps reports that, at the present rate of 
consumption, reserves of gold and hard cur- 
rencies would last only six months. The adverse 
movement of trade prices still afflicts Britain, 
he says, and there has been a loss in “invisible” 
receipts and shipping. 

Popularly, the danger of inflation is consid- 
ered so great that there has been a rush to 
change currency into gold jewelry, diamonds, 
antiques and other articles of relatively fixed 
value. 

To fight inflation, Britain has invoked ex- 
tremely severe exchange regulations. For ex- 
ample, former Britons visiting back home may 
not use their own sterling funds on deposit there 
to finance their vacation. Nor may their rela- 
tives in Britain finance such a vacation for them. 
Indeed, the Briton living abroad is officially dis- 
couraged even from giving away funds on de- 
posit back home, lest this contribute to inflation 
by increasing purchasing power. 

Britain is making a tough, valiant fight against 
her financial difficulties. When the most pros- 
perous, heavily populated nation in Europe is 
driven to such extremes to keep solvent, it is 
the best possible proof of the need to give help 


under the Marshall plan. ( 
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To Save a Missouri Heritage 

State Representative Roos’ revision of the bill 
to preserve Missouri’s historic buildings and sites 
is all to the good. Not only does it meet the 
honest objections against a separate commission 
and the use of eminent domain, but it meets 
them in a way which should be satisfactory to 
all. The responsibility for surveying, acquiring 
and preserving historic places would be placed 
with the State Department of Resources and 
Development. 

This department now contains personnel gen- 
uinely interested in Missouri’s heritage. The 
new duty, therefore, would be assumed by 
friendly custodians. Thus revised, the bill 
should have no trouble in passing both cham- 
bers. The sooner the House acts, the quicker 
the bill can go to the Senate. This meritorious 
measure should be one of the enactments of the 
present session. 

Adoption may well save for our people sev- 
eral structures or sites which might otherwise 
be lost to them before the Legislature meets 
again. ä

Little Rock paper sees challenge to Southern whites in Truman 
program to enforce Negro rights; cites progress but finds serious 
injustices still done; insists upon gradualism but warns that South 
must give better than lip service or yield to outside compulsion.

There was nothing new in President Tru- 
man’s latest pronouncement on race rela- 
tions, 


Leaders of both major parties had said it 
all before—that economic rights of Negroes 
should be guaranteed by a federal fair em- 
ployment law, that the poll tax should be 
outlawed and political discrimination for- 
bidden by federal statute, that the federal 


‘courts should assume jurisdiction in lynch- 


ing cases, that segregation on common car- 
riers should be abolished by federal fiat, 
that the whole field of civil liberties should 
be re-examined. 


Southern resentment of the President's 
program is cumulative, and Mr. Truman 
himself only an incidental target. The cries 
are sharpened by the fact that Mr. Truman 
is head of the party to which the South has 
long been loyal, at the polls at least, and 
there is justice in the claim of the South- 
erners that they have been “stabbed in the 
back.” And Mr. Truman’s timing leaves him 
open to the more dispassionate charge that 
his interest is more political than moral. 


Yet these considerations cannot explain 
the violence, and occasional childishness, 
of the Southern reaction, Even observers 
sympathetic to ita aims give the program 
little chance of passage. But if the threat 
is implied rather than actual, it is no less 
real to the South. 


Rooted Deep in Tradition 


There are valid objections to every one 
of the specific proposals—constitutional ob- 
jections, objections in principle, above all 
practical objections. The Gazette, as an 
exponent of gradualism, has opposed them 
all. Yet there is great danger that the 
central point will be obscured. 

Southern opposition is rooted deep in 
tradition, and yet the tradition itself is 
all too often misunderstood, Hatred and 
contempt for the Negro had no part in it 
in the beginning, nor has the conduct of 
the Negro over the years provided any 
basis for it now. 

The Negro was emanicipated, by force, 
at a moment of crisis in Southern history. 
The revolutionary pressures—and they 
came, let it be remembered, from the out- 
side—were far greater in that day than in 
this. Yet Southern leaders accepted the 
newly conferred citizenship of the ex-slave 
with good grace. 

Their sentiments were those of Benjamin 
H. Hill of Georgia, the great Confederate 
leader, who, as early as 1870, spoke out: 


It has therefore become our duty as it 
is also our interest, not only to permit 
and assent to its (the Negro franchise’s) 
exercise, but also to render every protec- 
tion and even assistance to the colored 


man in its free and unrestricted enjoy- 


ment. A black man who cannot be 
bought is better than a white man who 
can. 


State Rights, State Duties 


These are the voices that speak to us 
across the years. They should erase the 
bitter memories of Reconstruction, of 
which the Negro was no less a victim than 
the white man. They should drown out 
the cries of the extremists who are always 
with us, the Southerners who would make 
of segregation a cloak for exploitation and 
injustice, who would relegate the Negro to 
the bottom of the heap and keep him there, 

They remind us that state’s rights carry 
with them grave responsibilities, They 
warn us that blind anger is negative and 
destructive, They urge us to examine our 


treatment of the Negro over these 70 years. 


We can claim great relative progress. Yet 
we must also recognize that there are still 
great flaws, flaws which do not touch upon 
social segregation, but upon simple justice. 
We may properly consider the proposals 
of the President as a bill of indictment and 


measure our performance against it, 


* 


FEPC, according to its proponents, 
represents an effort to obtain economic 
justice for the Negro. Can we answer that 
the Negro is being granted an increasingly 
important place? We cannot, With few 
exceptions, he is still denied employment 
except in the menial and the least reward- 
ing fields of endeavor. And we must con- 
cede that our denial is arbitrary. 


“Lynching” Without a Rope 


The anti-lynching proposal embodies a 
charge that the Negro is denied full justice, 
We can point to the steady reduction in 
the crime and the corresponding increase in 
the responsibility of local officials. But 
what of those lesser “lynchings,” in which 


the Negro is subjected to “white man's 


justice”? Can we say that our courts and 
juries make no distinction when a Negro 
faces a white man? 


The poll-tax bill implies that the Negro 
is being denied his proper place in South- 
ern politics. The record shows a steadily 
increasing Negro participation in elections, 
But can we truthfully argue that the selec- 
tive standards we apply to the Negro apply 
with equal force to the whites? 

The contrast between white and Negro 
educational facilities reflects no credit 
upon the South, and has seriously weakened 
our defense of segregation. The willing- 
ness of most Southern whites to give the 
Negro a fair share of our limited public 
funds is genuine, but it has not been 
matched by performance, 


The problems in the relationship between 
the races are enormously difficult, and 


Southerners are on solid ground when they 


argue that they are fully appreciated only 
by those who have lived with them from 
birth. They will not yield to revolutionary 
legislation. It is therefore proper that the 
South should fight the program outlined by 
President Truman and accepted, in prin- 
ciple at least, by the Republican party, 


Yet it must be recognized that the 
South’s choice of weapons is limited, Po- 
litical secession, as proposed by some of 
the more excitable politicians, leads no- 
where. The effort to break the ties that 
bind us to the national political system can 
only result in the loss of our voice in na- 
tional affairs. 


The One Way Out 


There is still time, however, for the 
South to give an affirmative answer to its 
critics. We can do this by substituting in- 
telligent, concerted action for the lip serv- 
ice we have all tos frequently given our 
own ideals of fair treatment. We can accept 
the special responsibility that falls upon 
the dominant race—giving the Negro edu- 
cational, economic, and political opportuni- 
ties not because we afe forced to but be- 
cause we recognize his right to them. In 
this way, and only in this way, can we 
justify the social segregation to which we 
are dedicated. 


Above all, we must rid ourselves of the 
delusion that we are the victims of some 
monstrous plot by hostile “outsiders.” The 
pressures against our institutions are the 
product of history, They cannot be re- 
moved by a single political victory, or a 
series of victories, But they can be ma- 
terially reduced by a sincere demonstration 
that the Southern gradualism envisions 
steady, orderly progress for the Negro race. 

The solution lies in our own. tradition. 
It is not easy. It calls now, as it did in 
1865, for courage, devotion to our highest 
ideals, self-sacrifice, But until we turn to 
it, we will continue to be vulnerable to 
every zealot and political opportunist— 
inside the South as well as out of it—who 
would use our weakness for his own ends.

‘ Britain's trade recovery may be 
termed phenomenal under the cir- 
cumstances, but its precarious fi- 
nancial position was shown last 
year when its adverse foreign bal- 
ance reached an all-time high 
of $2,400,000,000. The cause of this 
giant deficit may be stated in 
simple terms. Britain draws 42 
per cent of its imports from the 
two American continents, and 
sends only 14 per cent of its ex- 
rts to Canada, the United 
tates and Latin America. In 
other words, it is compelled to 
buy in hard money countries and 
sell in soft currency ones — and 
that at a moment when its gold 
and dollar resources are well- 
nigh bankrupt.

Other factors in the national 
plight of France were wholesale 
looting by the Nazis, grave war 
damage, bad weather, shortage of 
labor, raw materials and fertiliz- 
ers, and in particular a steep rise 
of foreign trade deficits which |. 
compelled France to liquidate 32, 
000,000,000 of its capital resources. 
It already has obtained $2,026,000,- 
000 in credits from the United 
States, and is scheduled to receive 
$1,434,000,000 more as its first Mar- 
shall plan allotment. 
In view of these difficulties, 
there is a tribute to French cour- 
age and steadfastness in an off 
cial report that the general index 
of industrial. production rose in 
1947 to 102 per cent of the prewar 
level, In some fields—such as elec- 
tricity, the metal working and 
glass industries and chemicals— 
the figures of increase ranged 
from 101 to 130. This was offset 
by a decline of consumer goods 
output and so low a production of 
food that only American help 
averted catastrophe. 

Plight of Italy. 

Despite tribulations worse than 
those of France, Italy managed 
by desperate effort to push its in- 
dustrial production up to 80 per 
cent of the 1938 level during the 
third quarter of 1947. But the rec- 
ord was struck down by strikes 
fomented by Communists in obedi- 
ence to Moscow's command that 
the Marshall recovery program 
must be. wrecked. Like France, 
Italy is plagued by shortage of 
raw materials and fuel, decline of 
food output and foreign trade de- 
ficits.

The Foreign Office, announcing 
his appointment last night, said 
he would take up his duties with 
the retirement of Lord Inver- 
chapel, 42 years a career diplomat, 

Franks, who will be 43 years 
old next Monday, was a govern- 
ment adviser at last summer's 
Marshall plan conference in Paris. 
In government service only since 
the start of World War he is 
permanent secretary to the Minis- 
try of Supply and provost of 
Queen’s College, Oxford. He has 
taught philosophy at the univer- 
sities of Glasgow and Chicago and 
Queen’s College. He was a visit- 
ing lecturer at the University of 
Chicago in 1945. He has a wife 
and two daughters. 

After the 16-nation Marshall 
plan conference in Paris last sum- 
mer, Franks visited Washington to 
report to the State Department. 

Lord Inverchapel, the former 
Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, has been 
ambassador to Washington since 
1946. Before that he had served 
in many foreign capitals, includ- 
ing Berlin, Buenos Aires, Rome 
and Moscow. 


ANCIENT WRITING 
SAID TO BE SAME 
AS MOSES’S SCRIPT 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 13 (AP)— 
Decipheri of 3500-year-old in- 
scriptions believed to be in the 
writing used by Moses was de- 
scribed yesterday by Dr. William 
F. Albright, professor o: Semitic 
languages at Johns Hopkins Uni- 


versity. 
He returned this week from 


Egypt, where as a member of the 


University of California’s African 
expedition he had studied the an- 
cient writing. It is many cen- 
turies older, he reported, than any 
other script known in our ances- 
tral alphabet. 

“Although I have no way of 
proving it,” Dr. Albright said, 
“there is no doubt in my mind 
that this was the script used by 
Moses.” 

The site of the study was an 
ancient turquoise mine. Transla- 
tion of the script showed it had 
been worked by slave labor under 
Egyptian rule, he said. The mine 
is in the lower Sinai peninsula. 

It wag discovered in 1904, but 
not until the recent study was it 
shown the writings had been done 
by Canaanites and not Bedouins. 
Dr. Albright, the first to translate 
them completely, placed the date 
of the inscriptions at 1500 B. C., 
centuries before the Israelite 
exodus from Egypt. 

He found the script on grave- 
stones and vaults. It casts much 
new 1 — 8 birth o7 our al- 


phabet, he said.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 13 (UP)— 
There are all kinds of trouble in 
making tractors, the International 
Harvester Co, said today, but its 
biggest headache is strikes. 

John L. McCaffrey, president, 
told the House Agriculture Com- 


mittee the “very sad story” of 
his firm’s relations at East Moline, 
III., with the CIO United Farm 
Equipment and Metal Workers. 


In the last month they have 


been in and out, on and off,” Me- 
Caffrey related. “As a result, we 
have lost at that plant 2930 corn 
pickers and combines. 

“The trouble started with sheet 
steel. Sheet steel is very hard to 
get. When one shipment finally 
came, some of the workers com- 
plained it was too greasy to 


handle. 
500 Go Home. 


“Bo 600 of them went home. 
Under the contract, we disciplined 
them by laying them off for a 
week, Whereupon, the union passed 
a resolution that whenever we 
discipline anybody by a layoff, 
then when they come bate every- 
body else in that department will 
knock off for a similar period. 

“I'm not sure how often this 
is going to happen. The resolu- 
tion is still in effect. If it con- 
tinues to happen, I don’t know 
that we can continue to operate 
this plant at all.” 

McCaffrey said his company gets 
along pretty well with most of the 
other 22 international and three 
unaffiliated unions with whom it 
does business. Unfortunately, he 
said, the troublesome union is the 
one that represents most of its 
workers. 

“Reputedly” Red-Dominated. 

He said the union “reputedly” 
is Communist-dominated. Its lead- 
ers have not signed anti-Com- 
munist affidavits, he said, and at 
least it can be be called “radical.” 

In 1946," McCaffrey said, 
“strikes by this union in our com- 
pany resulted in a loss of more 
than 14,000,000 man hours.” 

McCaffrey testified ta the com- 
mittee’s. hearings on the gray 
market in farm equipment. He 
said the only cure for sales above 
list price is to get production up 
to demand. That may take until 
sometime in 1950, he indicated. 

He safd his company’s efforts to 
reach this goal of full production 
have been hampered not only by 
labor troubles but by a shortage 
of materials, slow deliveries of 
machine tools and difficulties in 
building new plants. 


INDICTMENT OF TWO REFUSED 
IN NEGRO VOTE-BAR CHARGE 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb 13 (AP) 


A federal grand jury refused 
yesterday to indict two members 
of the Dodge county Board of 
Registrars on charges of violating 
the civil rights of 1300 Negroes. 
The Government contended the 
Negroes’ names were struck from 
the county voting lists. 

The Government charge, sought 
against Registrars Claude Roscoe 
Nash and Jack Rozdr, was re- 
turned to the United States Court 
Clerk’s office stamped “no bill.” 

In its allegation, the Govern- 
ment said the names of the Ne- 
groes were struck from the vot- 
ing list by the Board of Registrars 
just prior to a 1947 county Demo- 
cratic primary. Names of the Ne- 
groes had been included on a list 
of registered voters which the 
county tax commissioner delivered 
to the registrars, the Government 
contended. 

Striking of the Negroes’ names 
violated the equal rights guaran- 
teed them under the fourteenth 
amendment to the Federal Consti-

UPPOSE that you have de- 

cided to break up the nine- 

eight of hearts combination. If 
you have no information about 
related cards (other nines and 
eights and the nearby hearts) 
either is equally dangerous as a 
discard and it makes little or no 
difference as to which one you 
throw away. In some’ instances 
the information in your possession 
will still indicate equal safety or 
lack of safety for the two cards in 
which instance it still is a simple 
guess between them. In such in- 
stances the higher of the two 
cards is the better discard, but 
you should not make a habit of 
throwing the higher one auto- 
matically. Gin is one game where 
it is important to mix them up 
and the difference between the 
two discards is so slight that you 
should try to regulate your play 
so that you will throw one ut 
as frequently as the other. 


When you have information that 
makes one safer than the other it 
is always correct to throw the 
safer card first. Gin is a game 
of small percentages. Sometimes 


your safer card will be just what 


* your opponent needs but in gen- 


eral the number of times that 
he takes your discard will be in 
direct proportion to the number 
of two card combinations that it 
will fit with. ' 
Getting back to our nine-eight 
of hearts which we have decided 
to split, let’s assume that our 
opponent has thrown the jack of 
hearts and eight of spades so that 
we know the ten is open to a 
three-of-a-kind capture only, while 
the nine is open to sequence cap- 
ture only.

still. He wants to be moving. And 
anyhow, ordinary chairs, unless he 
could sink down into them, were 
uncomfortable and who, he asked, 
among prospective employers in 
ordinary businesses would make 
special chairs just for him?
